REPORT 


OF THE 


Superintending School Committee. 


DISTRICT NO. 1—WEST. 


EDWARD A. TODD, PRU. COM. 


Summer term, 10 weeks, Francena G. Ryder, teacher. The term 
was broken for quite a period by sickness in the teacher’s family. 
Otherwise it was fairly successful. The pupils copied their teacher 
admirably. More zeal and enthusiasm in their work would have 
been commendable, and would doubtless have been secured by great- 
er energy of action with more vigor and originality of thought on 
the part of the teacher. 

Winter term, 8 weeks, Willie M. Knowlton, teacher. This was a 
very profitable term to those who enjoyed its benefits. I criticise 
neither teacher nor pupils. But what shall I say to you parents who 
neglected to send your children to school? I will say nothing of the 
obligations you are under to society in this matter. I will only ask 
you to consider how your children will regard you, when, grown to 
manhood and womanhood, they find themselves unprepared, through

ignorance, for the duties of intelligent citizenship, and know, as they 
will, that you withheld from them what was in your power to give, 
and which, if given, would have fitted them to fill the places theY 
ought and might and want to fill. Think you they will hold you 


blameless? [can but hope that their affection will not be soured 
and turned to hatred.

DISTRICT NO. 2—BURPEE HILL. 


FRANK P. MESSER, PRU. COM. 


Fall and Winter terms, 10 weeks each, Mary E. Knight, teacher. 
Miss Knight is adapted to the work of teaching. She also knows 
how to teach, having received the full course of training at the Ver- 
mont State Normal School. The work done here was as good as | 
ever Saw in a district school. 


DISTRICT NO. 3—HILL. 


GEORGE KNIGHT, PRU. COM. 


Spring term, 9 weeks, Fall and Winter terms, 10 weeks each, 
Addie E. Gould, teacher. Miss Gould is another Normal School 
graduate, and is a superior teacher, especially for young pupi's. 
Nothing of the mere routine of ‘‘hearing lessons” exists in her 
school. Something new, somethiny to think about. and something 


to do is the order every day. The committee did well to secure her 
services through the year. 


DISTRICT NO. 4—LOW PLAIN. 


CHARLES W. GAY, PRU. COM. 


Spring, Fall and Winter terms, 8 weeks each, Cora Manahan, 
teacher. ‘This school was large and difficult to classify, making the 
teacher’s work hard through the year. She performed it with excel- 
lent results, keeping all employed and thoroughly interested. <A 
very successful school year. 
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DISTRICT NO. 5—SCYTHEVILLE. 


CHAS. W. WHITNEY, PRU. COM. 


Spring term, 8 weeks, Fall term, 10 weeks, Winter term, 12 weeks, 
Mary E. Bailey, teacher. This school has been orderly and indus- 
trious throughout the year. A serious evil, however, has been that 
of tardiness and absence.. A marked contrast was noted in individ- 
ual cases between the progress made by those who had been punct- 
ual and constant in attendance and those who had been irregular. 


DISTRICT NO. 6—NORTH. 


EDWIN F. MESSER, PRU. COM. 


Spring term, 8 weeks, Ella M. Emerson, teacher. With better 
preparation for che work, Miss Emerson would doubtless make a 
good teacher. She did her best under the circumstances. — Her dis- 
cipline was good, and the smaller children made a good degree of 
progress. 

Fall term, 8 weeks, Leonard B. Carter, teacher. This was Mr. 
Carter’s first term at teaching. The work done was very good and 
gave promise of something better by experience. 

A new school house is much needed in this district. Let me hope 
you will defer the building of it no longer. 


DISTRICT NO. y7—PLEASANT ST. 


ORRIN J. SEVERANCE, PRU. COM. 


Spring term, 8 weeks, Mary E. Knowlton, teacher. Miss Know]l- 
ton labored hard to make this term a complete success. She was 
unable, however, to bring her pupils into full sympathy with her 
efforts. Hence, while the result was good, it was not all that could 
be desired. 

Winter term, 5 weeks, Effie S. Johnson, teacher. This teacher 
failed to win the approbation of the district. That was not the worst 
failure, however. A very commendable teacher might have made

the same. But she failed to teach a good school without it, which 
the commendable teacher would have done. « 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


My limited knowledge forbids any comparison between the school 
work of the present year and that of the past. Doubtless some 
schools have been better, some worse. Itis safe to say none are 
what they should be. Our country schools are, generally speaking, 
slim affairs, and will remain so until the public sentiment is changed, 
and public good common sense is exercised in regard to schools and 
school work. ‘Teachers are rarely criticised by a competent critic. 
The superintendent, on his visits to the schools, is expected to say 
something pretty, and others likewise, or, failing to do that, keep 
still. Now, to secure good work by praising poor, is an art of which 
I.am ignorant. He who comes to my class room and appraises me 
of my faults does me a friendly office, for he makes me a _ better 
teacher. He who comes with words of flattery is my enemy, for he 
makes me a fool, fond of my folly. 


No small part of the superintendent’s report is usually occu- 
pied with counsel to parents, regarding their duties to teachers. As 
if parents needed special instruction on those points, and teachers 
special pleading for tender handling. I beg to be excused from any 
such intercession. ‘The young: lady who is fit to teach is capable of 
taking care of herself, and will command more respect. by one day’s 
work, from both parents and pupils, than superintendents have ever 
beeu able to secure to her from them by volumes of school reports. 
Let teachers stand on their merits, like men and women in any occu- 
pation. Those who are fit to stand will stand. and those who are 
not will fall. And our schools will grow better, stronger, and 
healthier, as the ranks of shiftless, half-dead, mechanical teachers 
grow thinner. 

Neither do you, young ladies, expect that districts are going to be 
made to order. They never were and never will be. Doubtless it 
would be a pleasant thing for you, since you are going to teach, if all 
in the district were perfect. But they will not be. They have 
abused other teachers, and they care no more for you than they did 
for them. They will abuse you unless you know your business so 
thoroughly, and pursue it with such zeal and energy and efficiency 
that they are obliged to respect you. That is the only hope of suc- 
cess I can present you. Are you adequate to the work? If not, 
wait. It is too grand a work to be trifled with. So noble is the field 
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of labor that it should be entered only through the sacrifice neces- 
sary for a careful and thorough preparation. | We have a school at 
Plymouth, established and maintained by the State, where young la- 
dies are thoroughly trained, not only in the branches taught in com- 
mon schools, but also in the very best methods of teaching those 
branches. Here, one who has any proper spirit and -appreciation of 
the work is quickened and inspired with a sense of its importance. 
Any one who has not such appreciation or adaptation for the work, 
but ‘‘keeps school” merely as an easier method of getting a little 
money than by house-work, had better overcome her scruples to the 
latter employment. 

I sympathize with teachers in all their trials and abuses. _ No one 
more truly. I would gladly see them relieved from them all and 
crowned always with success. But this will not be as long as little 
girls are advised by ambitious parents and friends to ‘‘take a school” 
before they are fairly out of their short dressses. ‘It is more high- 
toned than house-work.” And the unfortunate thing is, the little 
creatures,:in the innocency of their childhood. dont know any better 
than to do it, never dreaming that they have no proper qualifications. 
“But,” it is said, *tthe superintendent will determine the qualifica- 
tious.” ‘Lhe superintendent’s examination is a farce. The chances 
are he is little better qualified than the applicant, or, if qualified, 
hasn't ‘sufficient spinal column to say Ne. ss 

When she falls into the district’s hards. Fewever, ske finds a har 
stern julge. I pity her. Butitis too late now. She must suffer. 
It would have been mercy to keep her out. And yet, just this right 
of the district to assert its judement-is the one redeeming feature of 
our schoo! system. I know not to what degree of slackness the 
schools would run without it. It is often prejudiced, partial, abus- 
ive, iucompetent. But it is practically the best judgment we get. 
I would not repress it if I could. 

Let no one think I would discourage any who would enter the lists 
of teachers. I only want teachers to make themselves more worthy 
of the calling. Our schools are in the hands of teachers. They 
are, and are going to be, what teachers make them. 

And so 1 am writing this report, largely, for the benefit of teachers 
and those who are to be teachers. You may see serious obstacles to 
the work in the picture I have presented, though I have left them 
unnamed. They are obstacles only to the unprepared. Thoroughly 
equipped for your work, ycu fly over them unconscious of their 
presence. Nor let any one think that, haying made the sacrifice of 
time and labor necessary fer such preparation, you are still obliged 
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to compete financially with those who make no such sacrifice. It is 
yours to make your services so valuable that they will not be dis- 
pensed with at almost any price. The whole cry against the em- 
ployment of cheap teachers is nonsense. Prudential committees are 
obliged to employ thei, for they can get no better. Large expense 
for small returns is a violation of the simplest principle of social sci- 
ence. Make yourselves worth money and you can command it: 
And many who are now trifling with this work will fall naturally into 
their legitimate occupation, viz.: making bread to feed you. The 
profession is by no méans crowded. We have only to raise the 
standard a little and applicants are like angels’ visits. 

Now, my feliow teachers, rouse yourselves to the dignity of your 
calling, prepare yourselves to enter and do honest, thorough work 
in this one of God’s most blessed fields of labor. 


I am happy to report the purchase of 5 sets of charts (36 in a set) 
on Reading, Writing, History, Geography, and Arithmetic, by as 
many different districts, secured by subscription at ten dollars a set. 
The charts are of incalculable aid in teaching the branches mention- 
ed. It was a wise expenditure of money. 


I also recommend that each school room be furnished with a sub- 
stantial table, four feet long and three feet wide, to be used as a 
moulding board in teaching Geography; on which the pupil is to 
mould, out of earth, the form of the different sections of country 
studied from day to day. ‘This feature of education has been intro- 
duced in many of the best training schools in the country, with the 
best results. The pupil, while moulding on the board, moulds in 
his mind a clear picture of the country studied which will not soon 
be effaced. [ earnestly recommend this as a matter to be attended 
to by prudential committees. 


In closing this report I am obliged to acknowledge that the super- 
vision of our schoois the present year deserves severest criticism. My 
other duties have prevented that careful oversight of the school work 
requisite of the superintendent. I have in all cases managed to com- 
ply with the requirements of the law. But he who does only what. 
he is obliged to in this or. any other office is undeserving of the 
trust. 
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And now, thanking you for your confidence in me and interest in 
the schools, I gladly lay down the charge which I injudiciously took 
up, trusting that my successor will be more faithful in the discharge 
of his duties and so prove himself more worthy of the office.
